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Promising 
to target 
key issues

PLANS have been drawn up to tackle 
problems with homelessness and car 
parking in the city - issues that have 
been highlighted by OneMK. 

Other proposals in the draft four-year 
vision, released by Milton Keynes 
Council on Monday, include improving 
people’s health and wellbeing and 
further protecting vulnerable children. 

According to the plans, parking charg¬ 
es will be frozen until at least April 2018 
and a feasibility study will take place to 
create a new multi-storey car park in 
CMK. 

It comes after OneMK launched its Fair 
Parking campaign calling for an 
increase in the number of standard 
parking spaces for city centre workers. 

Creating a one stop shop-style 
service to focus on the prevention of 
homelessness and provide support 
to those in danger of losing their home is 
also planned by March 2017 after this 
newspaper called for solutions to the 
city’s crisis be found. 

Council leader Pete Marland said: “To 
many people, Milton Keynes is a ‘land of 
opportunity’ and that is true, but we 
must continue to ensure that we get the 
basics right - tackling homelessness, 
building more affordable housing and 
ensuring our children are safe. 

“We also want to support city centre 
workers and visitors by keeping parking 
charges in standard bays the same until 
at least April 2018 - while in the mean¬ 
time a feasibility study will have started 
on building a multi-storey car park, 


which would bring hundreds of extra 
spaces to the city centre. 

“And let’s not forget what we are good 
at in Milton Keynes - our enviable 
economic strength, high recycling 
levels and our role as exemplar in smart 
technology and continuing to be a world 
centre of technological innovation.” 

There are also ambitious plans to fin¬ 
ish the current programme of council 
house building by December 2018. 

Reducing the use of bed and breakfast 
accommodation by 75 per cent by the 
end of 2017/2018 by providing better and 
cheaper alternative temporary housing 
and increasing the supply of long-term 
placements is also included in the plans. 

There are promises to protect 
services in the areas of HIV, sexual 
health and domestic violence and to 
make the treatment of mental health as 
important as physical conditions. 

The council plans, which can be found 
in full at onemk.co.uk, also give high 
priority to young people, with pledges to 
prioritise protecting vulnerable 
children from harm and neglect, includ¬ 
ing a focus on child sexual exploitation 
and supporting young carers. 

It is also hoped that by reducing house¬ 
hold black sack rubbish and increasing 
recycling, the amount of waste sent to 
landfill will reduce to five per cent. 

The draft plan is due to be discussed 
by the council’s cabinet on July 11.

‘City has lost 
a good friend’ 

TRIBUTES have been flooding in 
for former Labour councillor, 
mayor and MP Brian White who 
lost his battle with cancer 
yesterday morning. 

He died at Milton Keynes 
University Hospital with his wife 
Leena by his side - the day after 
they had celebrated their 32nd 
wedding anniversary. 

Yesterday the flag at Milton 
Keynes Council’s Civic Offices 
was flying at half-mast in his 
honour. 

As previously reported by 
OneMK, the 59-year-old, who 
was dubbed the people’s 
councillor, was diagnosed with a 
tumour in his gullet just after 
Christmas, which spread to his 
liver and bones. 

Current mayor Steve Coventry 
said: “Brian was a true 
gentleman, who had Milton 
Keynes at heart in everything he 
did. He was a political genius 
who bought everyone together 
regardless of their political 
views. MK has lost a good friend.” 

Brian started his political 
career as a councillor in the city 
in 1987. As well as being a 
councillor, he had two terms as 
an MP in 1997 and 2001 and was 
mayor of Milton Keynes in 2013. 

When he resigned as a Labour 
councillor in February this year 
he said his highlights included 
creating a borough-wide 
recycling system and negotiating 
for Milton Keynes to be a unitary 
authority. 

Brian, who ran his own digital 
publishing business, had plans 
to write books on subjects such 
as the history of Milton Keynes 
and was due to move to Spain 
with Leena until he found out his 
cancer had spread. 

Speaking just three weeks ago 
he said: “If I can get one person, 
hopefully a lot more, to go to the 
doctor earlier than I did then 
hopefully that would be worth it.” 

A team of former mayors, 
mayoresses and VIPs are raising 
money for Willen Hospice, which 
had been supporting Brian, by 
taking part in the MK Midnight 
Moo on July 16.

‘Anna still hurts 
after his death’

THE father of a ‘devastated’ 
fiancee has paid tribute to 
his future son-in-law after he 
was tragically crushed to 
death by a lorry. 

As previously reported by 
this newspaper, Krzysztof 
Sontowski, 35, from Campbell 
Park, was a warehouse opera¬ 
tive at the DHL warehouse in 
Snelshall when he was killed 
on February 26, 2015. 

Emergency services attend¬ 
ed the scene, but he was 
confirmed dead at 8.21am. 

The cause of death was 


given as ‘unsurvivable’ head 
injuries and it was ruled as an 
accidental death at an inquest 
on Friday. 

Mr Sontowski, who was 
originally from Poland, leaves 
behind his fiancee Anna 
Krupska and their young 
daughter Monika. 

And in a written statement, 
Anna’s father Krzysztof 
Krupski labelled the pair a 
‘happy couple’. 

He said: “Krzysztof was a 
very pro-active and motivat¬ 
ed man. 

“He woke up early every day 
and was a very hardworking 
man. 


“He was a very good partner 
to Anna and I genuinely liked 
him as he cared for her. 

“They were a very happy 
couple and he had a very deep 
bond with Monika. 

“I know Anna is still hurting 
and thinks of Krzysztof every 
day and there is some way to 
go before she completely 
comes to terms with his death 
and the impact it will have on 
her and Monika’s lives.” 

Since Mr Sontowski’s death 
last year, additional safety 
measures, including increased 
signage and more buffers on 
bays, have been introduced at 
the DHL warehouse.

The cost of hiring the bikes 
starts at £1 for the first 30 
minutes, with every additional 
30 minutes costing another £1. 

However, if you have the bike 
for between five and 24 hours, 
the total cost is £10. 

These charges are reduced if 
you pay for an annual 
subscription, which costs £60 
a year. 

It all sounds a little 
complicated, but let’s not let 
the minority ruin the scheme 
even before it has the chance 
to succeed.

Homelessness 
plans revealed

A THREE-PRONGED strategy 
to tackle the growing 
homelessness crisis in the 
city has been published. 

As OneMK previously 
reported, more housing could 
be built by Milton Keynes 
Council after an overspend of 
£2.3million on temporary 
housing in the last financial 
year. 

The draft council plan, 
which is due to be debated by 
the cabinet on July 11, 
includes far-reaching propos¬ 
als to tackle homelessness. 


Prevention services and 
working with private land¬ 
lords and parents have been 
identified as core ideas 
behind the strategy. 

Speaking to OneMK, coun¬ 
cillor Nigel Long has outlined 
the thinking behind the plan. 

He said: “Prevention is 
about people getting advice 
early on about matters such 
as mortgage and rent 
payments. 

“This is important - there 
used to be a lot more advice in 
MK, but many have closed.” 

While a housing shortage 
remains the primary reason 
for the current crisis, 


evictions of tenants by private 
landlords and a rise in chil¬ 
dren being forced out of 
homes by parents has wors¬ 
ened the situation in the city. 

Cllr Long admits a ‘vicious 
cycle’ has developed in the 
private housing sector and 
stressed the need for the 
council to work with land¬ 
lords and parents. 

He said: “We want to work 
with the private housing sec¬ 
tor to create long-term tenan¬ 
cies and find a way of helping 
parents to sustain keeping 
their kids in the house longer, 
unless there is violence in the 
household.” 



Prisoner’s death 

AN INQUEST has opened into 
the death of Thomas Morris, 
31, from Emberton, who died 
at Woodhill Prison on June 
26. He is the 14th prisoner to 
die there since 2013. A 
pre-inquest review is due to 
be held on November 10.

This status is an indicator 
that a city has great nightlife 
and an application will be 
made for it later this year. 

It works in a similar way to 
the Blue Flags for beaches or 


Green Flags for parks. But 
people on our Facebook page 
have criticised the nightlife in 
the city. 

A OneMK poll of what people 
thought of the nightlife 
revealed that 94.22 per cent of 
the 294 people who answered 
the survey thought it wasn’t 
very good.

THE robbery of a homeless 
man is believed to have been 
racially motivated in the 
wake of the EU referendum 
vote. 

The victim, a 36-year-old 
Russian, was robbed at knife¬ 
point by three men during the 
attack on the subway between 
Fishermead and Oldbrook 
near Saxon Street at around 
lam last Wednesday. 

He was woken up and when 
the victim stood up he saw 
three men wearing masks, 


black clothing and gloves. 
They were all around six foot. 

The men demanded money 
and one of them produced a 
four-inch knife. The victim 
pushed this man away and 
went to run, but one of them 
swung a knife at him, which 
caused a very small hole in his 
clothing. 

Nothing was stolen and the 
victim ran towards Oldbrook. 

He stayed with his friend 
and former homeless man 
Ricky Oates, who still has 
connections with people in 
the homeless community. 

Mr Oates said that homeless 


people who are not originally 
from Britain now fear for their 
future and are trying to move 
out of the city centre towards 
areas such as Broughton. 

“This has caused a whole 
atmosphere in the homeless 
community,” he said. 

“Those not from the UK are 
very worried. All the homeless 
charities are working flat out 
to come up with a solution 
that will benefit everyone, 
which is really hard to do.”

Hate crimes increase since Brexit win 


Report it: Navrita Atwal, 
chief executive of the Milton 
Keynes Equality Council 


REPORTS of hate crime in 
the city have risen by 10 
per cent since the EU 
referendum, according to 
the Milton Keynes Equality 
Council. 

Navrita Atwal, chief 
executive of the council, 
has slammed those who 
have ‘misunderstood’ the 
Brexit victory and outlined 
shocking instances of 
abuse in schools and 
workplaces. 

She said: “We have had a 


mixture of reports, but 
many are coming from 
Bletchley. 

“We have been told of 
instances of the Romanian 
community being told to 
‘go home, you don’t 
belong’. The Polish have 
had an increase in abuse in 
the workplace and on the 
streets. 

“We have had an increase 
in schools where children 
have been abusing one 
another, telling each other 


to ‘go home, you don’t 
belong’.” 

Despite the recent rise, 
Mrs Atwal has stressed MK 
is a ‘tolerant’ place in 
comparison to other areas, 
but urged victims of hate 
crimes to come forward 
and not ‘suffer in silence’. 

She added: “Please 
report it - you can go to 
the police, your local 
councillor or parish 
council, or use The Hate 
Crime Network app.” a 


Police view 
on the rise 

THAMES Valley Police 
insists the link between 
recent hate crimes and the 
referendum is ‘very small’. 

A police spokesman said: 
“We wish to encourage 
confidence in reporting 
these offences. 

“We have in the last week 
seen a rise in the number 
of hate incidents and 
crimes reported. These are 
not in a specific area or 
against a particular group. 

“The number of reported 
incidents which appear 
related to the referendum 
vote are very small.” 


Council leader calls for unity 


MILTON Keynes Council 
leader Pete Marland has 
spoken of his shock after the 
increase in racial crimes in 
the city. 

Cllr Marland, 
pictured, called on 
people to unite and 
respect other people. 

He said: “The past 
week has been one of 
the most tumultuous i 
living memory. 

“I did not vote to 
leave the EU. 

“I’m 

disappointed 
with the result. 

However the 
result must be 
respected by 




all sides. 

“Milton Keynes is, and will 
always remain, an open, 
friendly and outward looking 
city. 

“I am shocked and 
appalled that a tiny 
minority of people 
appear to believe that 
the result is a 
vindication of some 
hateful, xenophobic 
ideas.” 

He added that 
the authority 
was working 
with police and 
other groups to 
ensure the city 
remained one of 
tolerance.

DESPITE previous support, 
doubts have been cast over 
plans to erect a First World 
War memorial. 

Guided tours around 
Wolverton Works and sales of 
anniversary book The Full 
Works raised money for a 
memorial to honour the 213 
workers killed in the conflict. 

But despite being built in 
January, no date or location 


has yet been set for its instal¬ 
lation. 

Phil Marsh, author of The 
Full Works, is desperate 
for the memorial to be 
erected while the 
community retains 
a ‘living link’ to the 
First World War. 

He said: “People in 
their 80s and 90s 
who had parents fight 
in the First World War are 
going to be dead by the time it 
is erected.” 


Both Knorr-Bremse - the 
current tenants of the Works 
- and site owners St Modwens 
have told OneMK the 
installation is current¬ 
ly not possible until 
plans for the 
proposed redevelop¬ 
ment have been 
clarified. 

Once concluded, 
both companies have 
said they will work with 
the community and address 
the request for a memorial.

Eurotunnel journey 
home hits the rails

A WOMAN who was stuck on 
the Eurotunnel for six hours 
has called on authorities to 
improve their emergency 
procedures. 

Aggie Animucka, 28, who 
lives in Blue Bridge, was using 
the service on Thursday as 
she returned from holiday in 
Germany with her partner. 

The journey was supposed 
to take half an hour but 
problems started after just 15 
minutes. 

Following an issue with the 
brakes on the train, Aggie 
had to be evacuated along 
with the 400 other passen¬ 
gers. 

They were then taken back 
to France to clear the tunnel 
and were made to wait on the 
train before they were able to 
set off again to Folkestone. 

Aggie said that while she 
was calm herself, she could 
imagine it being scary for 
other passengers, particular¬ 
ly those who may have had 
children with them. 

“It was really hot as we were 
waiting but the staff were

helpful and tried to do their 
best,” said Aggie, who works 
for translation company K 
International, which is based 
in Knowlhill. 

“People were changing into 
summer clothes while they 
were on the train because it 
was so hot. 

“Nothing like that has 
happened in years but it isn’t 


acceptable for us to be under¬ 
ground for six hours. There 
must be something wrong 
with their procedures. 

“The staff on the ground 
were really helpful and 
people understood really well 
the security measures that 
had to take place. 

“Some people we were talk¬ 
ing to had to go to Scotland.” 

Aggie ended up getting 
home at 3am instead of 
9.30pm, which meant their 
journey took a total of 18 
hours. 

The journey was made all 
the worse for Aggie, who 
originates from Poland, as 
the Eastern European 
country was playing Portugal 
in Euro 2016 while the night¬ 
mare journey unfolded, 
meaning she missed the 
game. 

“I’m a supporter of the team 
when my country plays so I 
had people telling me what 
was happening,” Aggie said. 

Because of the incident 
there were delays on the 
Eurotunnel throughout the 
weekend, which caused 
misery for people trying to 
get to France to watch other 
Euro 2016 matches.

CAT owners in 
Wolverton are scared 
to let their pets out 
following the brutal 
killing of a feline in the 
town. 

OneMK reported last 
week of the bludgeon¬ 
ing of Rat, who belonged 
to a family who live in 
Cambridge Street. 

It is believed that the 
culprit(s) used a rock 
and sticks to kill the cat. 

Rose Hurley, who lives 
in Buckingham Street, 
was one of the people 
who found the feline in 
the alley and told the 
family about what had 
happened. 

She is one of many 
people in Wolverton 
who are now too scared 
to let their cats out for 
fear that their beloved 
pets will receive similar 
treatment. 

“I just don’t under¬ 
stand how anyone 
could do that to a cat,” 
said Rose, who owns 


17-year-old Candy. 
“Being an animal lover 
and thinking that there 
are people in the area 
who would do that has 
really put me off the 
area. 

“Because of what has 
happened I don’t like 
letting my cat out of the 
house now because it 
worries me that the 
same thing could 
happen to Candy. 

“It would be good to 
warn people over what 
has happened.” 

OneMK was also 
contacted by another 
reader, who wished to 
remain anonymous 
and said she was also 
afraid to let her cat out 
in Wolverton after the 
brutal attack on 
Monday, June 27 
between 5.30pm and 
5.35pm. 

The RSPCA is contin¬ 
uing to look into what 
happened.

Talks on future of 
hospital ‘underway’

DISCUSSIONS on the contro¬ 
versial plans for Milton 
Keynes University Hospital 
are now ‘underway'. 

As OneMK previously 
reported, fears are mounting 
over proposals made in 
The Bedfordshire and 
Milton Keynes Healthcare 
Review. 

It recommended almost 
doubling the number of 


births at the hospital by 
transferring mums-to-be 
from Bedford. 

The multi-million pound 
review was ‘paused’ ahead of 
the EU referendum. 

A review spokesman said: 
“Discussions are now 
underway with NHS England 
and Strategic Transformation 
Plan (STP) partners and are 
expected to continue 
throughout the summer. 

“Bedfordshire and Milton 
Keynes CCGs [clinical com¬ 


missioning groups] both 
recognise that the uncertain¬ 
ty surrounding the review is 
unsettling for local people, 
patients and hospital staff 
and remain fully committed 
to working closely with NHS 
England and STP partners to 
provide clarity on timescales 
and next steps as soon as 
possible.” 

The review also proposes 
downgrading Bedford’s A&E 
department for MK to become 
a major emergency unit. 


Residents vote 
in referendum 

A REFERENDUM of a different kind 
was organised in Woburn Sands 
as residents voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly against Wavendon 
Properties Ltd’s plan to build 200 
houses. 

Milton Keynes South MP lain 
Stewart was present as people 
placed votes in ballot boxes, with 
158 people opposed to the 
development and just three in 
support of it.

A £1.5MILLION scheme to 
redevelop Woughton Leisure 
Centre opened to the public 
on Monday. 

ILife, which runs the centre 
and six others in Milton 
Keynes, has completely over¬ 
hauled the facility. 

One of the most exciting 
developments is an 
‘immersive cycling’ 

experience that transports 
the biker into a virtual reality 
world where they can 
workout. 

The gym has been 
refurbished, while there is an 
upstairs space where virtual 
instructors can teach classes, 
a creche so that parents can 
keep their babies close while 
they workout and a multi¬ 
functional room for more 
relaxed classes such as yoga. 
An inflatable obstacle course 
will also be left in the sports 
hall. 

Neil King from Oakgrove, 
who is the managing director 
of ILife, said: “Many leisure 
centres look tired and under- 
invested so we have brought 
these facilities up to 


date, which means we can 
increase participation.” 

Woughton Leisure Centre in 
Leadenhall is the first leisure 
centre in the world to use the 
immersive cycling and just 
the third place in the UK. 

People can cycle through 
the streets of San Francisco 
and other places in the world, 
or they can cycle through a 
make-believe land on one of 
the cinema-size screens. 

The aim is to stop people 
thinking about their workout 


as they immerse themselves 
in this other world. 

In the space where the 
cycling takes place there are 
around 50 bikes to create a 
real group experience. 

Instructor Garth Rose said: 
“I’m really excited by this. 

“Doing normal classes is 
okay but this really brings it 
to life and it’s like being 
outside in the virtual world.

A STUDENT has been 
shortlisted in a national film 
competition that aims to 
raise awareness of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

William Horsefield from 
Bolbeck Park, who studies 
film at Wolverhampton 
University’s School of Art, 
beat off stiff competition to 
be one of six national finalists 
in the contest run by leading 
CO awareness campaign 
Project SHOUT. 

The 21-year-old will have his 
film premiered at an 
exclusive private screening in 
London in September, where 
the winner willbe announced, 
but needs readers’ votes to 
pick up the £2,500 prize. 

He said: “I found out about 
the competition on Facebook 
and was keen to take part. 

“I had heard about carbon 
monoxide before but hadn’t 
realised how dangerous it 
could be. I chose animation 
as I wanted the video to 
appeal to the target audience 
of families while also not 
being too frightening for chil¬ 
dren to watch.” 


The competition was 
launched in January, 
challenging film students 
across the UK to create an 
informative, short film that 
will educate on the dangers of 
CO poisoning and how 
families can protect 
themselves with a simple and 
affordable alarm. 

Known as the silent killer, 
carbon monoxide takes the 
lives of about 50 people in the 
UK every year, when it leaks 
from boilers, cookers, fires 


and other appliances that 
burn fuels like gas and coal.

How did bikes 
end up in MK? 


THE city’s version of 
London’s Boris Bike 
scheme has arrived. 

Here, Milton Keynes City 
Centre Management 
(MKCCM) outlines how 
it brought the Santander 
Cycles initiative to 
the area and why 

IN 2014 Melanie Beck, city 
centre manager of MKCCM, 
was told ‘you’ll never make 
a cycle hire scheme work in 
MK’. Challenge accepted. 

For a while MKCCM had 
seen the benefit of a cycle 
hire programme for the city 
centre and the team 
contacted potential spon¬ 
sors and operators with the 
aim of a scheme from Station 
Square to Campbell Park. 

Then came a chance 
conversation with a 
Santander contact. 

Having just agreed to spon¬ 
sor the London scheme, 
Santander was keen to 


expand elsewhere. It wanted 
to make sure it was not a ‘one 
trick pony’ and with Milton 
Keynes being the location of 
its main head office, this was 
the perfect opportunity. 

MKCCM set about securing 
an operator and began work¬ 
ing with partners including 
intu, Land Securities and 
Milton Keynes Development 
Partnership to ensure 
stations were situated in key 
locations without any issues. 

Now, with more than 
£2million of private invest¬ 
ment secured, hundreds of 
bicycles are available for 
hire at more than 40 
stations. 

Melanie said: “We are 
thrilled after overcoming so 
many obstacles, the scheme 
has finally launched. 

“A facility of this size is a 
tremendous addition to MK 
and we hope it will provide 
employees, residents and 
visitors with a simple, 
sustainable and enjoyable 
way of travelling around.” 


The scheme will be 
officially launched by 
former FI world champion 
Jenson Button today. 

Iain Stewart, MP for Milton 
Keynes South, added: 
“Hopefully this can be a 
game changer and we will 
see more people taking to 
two wheels, whether it be for 
work or nice bike rides.” 

■ Elsewhere, MKCCM has 
won funding to develop a 
Business Improvement 
District (BID) for the city 
centre. 

A BID is an area where a 
levy is charged on business- 
rate payers to fund projects 
to benefit local companies.

THE UK is said to be enjoying a 
golden age of cinema at the 
moment as more and more 
Hollywood films are made here 
including, most recently, My 
Cousin Rachel. It's currently 
shooting in Buckinghamshire 
and is to star Rachel Weisz. 

But it’s not the first golden 
age. The 1940s witnessed a 
significant flowering of British 
movie talent including a large 
cast of famous actors such as 
Cecil Parker. 

He played and often starred in 
nearly 90 films during a career 
which spanned half a century 
and worked under famous 
directors such as Alfred 
Hitchcock and alongside stars 
including Sir Alec Guinness and 
Peter Sellers to name just two. 

His most famous films 
included The Man In The White 
Suit and The Ladykillers and he 
was famed for his gravelly voice 
and cut-glass accent. 

He was born in 1897 in 
Hastings, East Sussex to 
middle-class parent and, after 
service in the First World War, 


ACTOR Peter Bowles is 
remembered best for his role 
as Richard DeVere in TV series 
To The Manor Born, the 
hugely-popular sitcom that 
dominated the television 
schedules from 1979 to 1981. 

It centred on aristocratic 
manor house owner Audrey 
fforbes-Hamilton, played by 
Penelope Keith. After her 
husband dies she is forced to sell 
up to pay the bills and moves 
into the estate’s old lodge under 


joined the theatre. By the 1930s 
he was in films, a medium he 
inhabited until his retirement in 
1969. His output was prolific, 
including latterly as a comic 
actor in both The Pure Hell Of St 
Trinians and Carry On Jack. 

He ended his career on a 
crescendo in Oh! What A Lovely 
War, a film musical directed by 
Richard Attenborough starring 
several names that endure today 
including Maggie Smith, 

Nanette Newman, Edward Fox 
and Vanessa Redgrave.

Where Bowles was to the 
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It's had a whole lotta love 

THIS suburban house in the 
back streets of a famous seaside 
town hides connections to one of 
the world’s most rock-and-roll 
bands, Led Zeppelin. 

It was once the home of Peter 
Grant, band manager 
extraordinaire and most 
famously the person who helped 
steer Led Zeppelin to huge 
success. He also looked after 
other artists including Chuck 
Berry, Little Richard, Bad 
Company and The Yardbirds. 

Grant was described in one 
documentary as “one of the 
shrewdest and most ruthless 
manager in rock history” and 
it’s said that Led Zeppelin’s 
success outside the recording 
studio was mostly down to him. 

He negotiated the band’s 
lucrative five-album contract 
with Atlantic Records and he’s 
also why Led Zeppelin’s TV 
appearances were rare; Grant 
believed in live performances as 
the best way to promote albums. 

A hulk of a man, Grant had 
been an actor before getting into 
band management and later 
became famous in his own right 
when he took a starring role in 
the 1976 Led Zeppelin

Ducato comes up gold

DUCATO is an old Italian name for 
a gold coin - one which has paid 
dividends for FIAT Professional. 

The sixth generation of the hugely 
successful FIAT Professional Ducato, 
which has notched up 2.9 million sales 
over six generations since it was first 
launched in 1981, continues to set the 
segment benchmark not only in Europe 
but also in the 80 international regions 
in which it is sold. 


It also sets the standard for motorhome 
base vehicles, accounting for 75 per 
cent of motorhomes sold in Europe 
with more than 600,000 on the road 
to date. 

To retain its leading role the Ducato 
was completely restyled in 2014 to 
accommodate the new requirements of 
customers, offering more technology, 
more efficiency and more value, as 
well as improvements in performance, 
active and passive safety, infotainment, 
durability, robustness and running costs. 


For 2016 the Ducato improves even 
further thanks to the introduction 
ofa comprehensive range of Euro 6 
engines, using a Low Pressure Exhaust 
Gas Recirculation system (LPEGR) 
to lower NOx emissions without 
the complexity, added weight and 
additional costs associated with using 
emission additives. 

LPEGR functions by channeling 
exhaust gasses away after particulate 
filtration, cooling them through a 
low-pressure EGR cooler and then 


recirculating them in advance of the 
turbo charger. 

Fiat says this solution is ideal for goods 
transport and campers where simplicity, 
reduced weight and low running costs 
are of paramount importance. 

The FIAT Professional Ducato also 
benefits from the addition of a new 
2.0-litre 115hp MultiJet II LPEGR 
engine to replace the current Euro 5 
2.3-litre MultiJet 1 lOhp. 

Offering up to 47.9mpg on the 
official combined cycle and C02 
emissions of just 157g/km, this new 
entry-level engine represents a 
significant downsizing compared to 
the engine it replaces but employs 
FIAT Professional’s latest technologies 
to offer improved efficiency and 
lower running costs while improving 
performance and refinement. 

Similarly, the top-of-the-range 
3.0-litre 180hp engine has also been 
replaced by a new 180hp 2.3-litre 
MultiJet II Power LPEGR, resulting in 
a considerable improvement in fuel 
efficiency and emissions (46.3mpg on 
the official combined cycle and 160g/ 
km), while the core 2.3-litre MultiJet 
130hp and 150hp engines also adopt 
the LPEGR technology. 

Selective Catalyst Reduction (SCR) 
is currently offered on people carrier 
versions and uses AdBlue fluid to 
convert nitrogen oxides (NOx) to non¬ 
harmful gases. 

The AdBlue filler is placed close to 
diesel cap behind the same fuel flap to 
make refilling the 15-litre tank as simple 
as possible. Consumption of emission- 
reducing additives can vary according 
to how the vehicle is used and is 
indicated on the instrument panel.

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Nissan Pulsar DIG-T115

AMAZING as it may sound there is a high 
proportion of new drivers out there who have 
never experienced driving a petrol car. 

The rise of the diesel some years ago shunted 
this once almost universal power option into 
the sidings but things began to change with a 
whole new generation of petrol engines, often 
turbocharged and intercooled that have laid to 
rest many of the old disadvantages associated 
with these engines. 

The fact that the 1,197cc petrol powered 
Nissan Pulsar I drove recently has a combined 
fuel economy figure of 56.5mpg underlines just 
what the modern petrol engine can do. 

And when you look at its performance with a 
maximum speed of 118mph and a 0-62mph 
sprint of 10.7 seconds the renaissance of the 
petrol engine begins to make a lot of sense. 

The Pulsar is a compact hatchback which 
operates in that sector of the market dominated 
by cars like the VW Golf and Vauxhall Astra. 

It is without doubt one of the best kept secrets 
of the market segment because Nissan has 
been much better known for the success of 
cars like the Qashqai crossover and trendy 
Juke hatchback. 

The N-Tec DiG-T 115 version I drove will set 
you back £19,295 on the road and offers a lot 
for the money. 

For a start, its build quality is excellent, with 
quality materials used all round and it is a very 
comfortable car with a ride quality equalling, 
if not exceeding cars costing more money. 

There is also a long list of features that come 
as standard. These include forward emergency 
braking ABS, EBD, ESP and Brake Assist and 
Active Trace Control. 


Interestingly the list also includes a tyre- 
pressure monitoring system, something that 
was once unheard of on cars of this size. 

There is also the new NissanConnect touch 
screen navigation and entertainment system, 
the son of the old Nissan Birdview system 
which made such a quantum leap in its field 
some years ago. 

This Pulsar also features a DAB radio, reversing 
camera and bang up to date USB and iPod 
connectivity. 

It has the longest wheelbase in its class and 
rear passenger legroom is nearly 700mm 
greater than your average family car, offering 
generous space in the boot. 

There are some clever ideas inside such as 
sculpting out the door trims to create the wide 
armrests. With a frontal look mirroring in some 
ways the Qashqai, the whole styling is neat, 
functional as lacks any sort of cheap gimmickry. 
Like the Golf, the Pulsar says solid dependable 
and well-made. All the ingredients for the 
modern pocket premium which is in such 
demand.

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ELECTRIC CAR SALES SET FOR SURGE By: Mike Torpey 


ELECTRIC power could be the dominant form of propulsion for all new cars sold in the UK as early as 2027. And according to a forecast by 
government and industry-backed campaign Go Ultra Low more than 1.3m electric cars will be registered each year. The campaign collated data 
from multiple electric car sales reports and forecasts and its conclusions have been backed by motoring publication Auto Express, which has 
reported record high scores for EVs in its car owner survey Driver Power. Electric cars topped the overall best car tables and performed strongly 
in ease of driving and running costs categories, among others. Auto Express chief Steve Fowler said: “The positivity and appreciation of electric 
vehicles by their owners in this year’s Driver Power survey is suggestive of a step-change in public perception of these vehicles. “We are moving 
towards a tipping point for electrically-powered cars, so it’s entirely possible that by 2027 these vehicles will dominate the market as the top choice 
for new car buyers.” The Plug-in Car Grant began in 2011 with just over 1,000 annual registrations of plug-in cars. Since then record-breaking 
volumes of EVs have been registered every year and 2015 saw more than 28,000 electric cars registered. This year started with the best period for 
EV uptake since records began, with UK buyers registering the equivalent of one electric car every 13 minutes. 

And with vehicle manufacturers introducing more electric and plug-in hybrid models, the new car market is accelerating towards a point where Go Ultra Low feels plug-in power will 
overtake petrol and diesel as the dominant fuel type. Poppy Welch, head of Go Ultra Low, said: “The huge interest in electric vehicles and their subsequent rapid rise in uptake has been 
spectacular so far, with more than 60,000 EVs registered in the past five years. “These rises are just the start of the electric revolution as Go Ultra Low analysis suggests that electric vehicles 
could dominate the new car market as early as 2027.” Go Ultra Low analysed a series of market forecasts and trends for plug-in vehicle uptake considering forecasts by government, the 
Committee on Climate Change, the RAC Foundation and other industry authorities

CATERHAM’S raucous Seven 
620R conquered all comers 
in the Race Cars for the Road 
category at last weekend’s 
Goodwood Festival of Speed. The 
pinnacle of Caterham’s range of 
Sevens blasted up the 1.16-mile 
Goodwood hillclimb in a best time 
of 61.76 seconds, beating six other 
lightweight, track-inspired sports 
cars that included the Zenos El OR, 
BAC Mono and Lotus 3-11.

FORD has lifted the wraps on its sporty Mondeo ST Line 
model, the latest in a new range inspired by Ford Performance 
vehicles. The newcomer features sport suspension and 
body styling, unique alloy wheel designs plus sport seats, 
a perforated leather steering wheel and alloy pedals. It joins the 
Fiesta and Focus ST-Line models on display at the Goodwood 
Festival of Speed this weekend, where Ford is showing a 
range of performance vehicles ranging from the GT Le Mans 
race car to the new Fiesta ST200 hot hatch. Fiesta and Focus 
ST-Line have both been available to order since earlier this 
month and are designed for enthusiasts who want the hot hatch 
image without the full-on performance delivered by optimised 
ST engines and chassis. 

Up for grabs in five-door and estate body styles, the Mondeo 
ST-Line comes with a honeycomb design for the upper and 
lower front grilles in high-gloss black, LED daytime running 
lamps with light tube styling and new rectangular fog lamps. 
Buyers also get a front bumper lip spoiler and sculptured 
side-skirts in the car’s body colour, a sports rear bumper with

The engine range includes 
a 2.0-litre TDCi diesel with 150PS and six-speed manual or 
six-speed PowerShift automatic transmission offering from 
112g/km of C02 emissions and 65.7mpg economy. There’s 
also a 180PS 2.0-litre diesel with the same transmissions and 
capable of returning 62.8mpg and emissions of 117g/km. 
Automatic models also get steering wheel-mounted paddle 
shifters and four-wheel drive. Ford vice-president Roelant 
de Waard said: “The new Mondeo ST-Line is our sportiest 
Mondeo since we introduced the ST220 model in 2002. It adds 
another dimension to the broad Mondeo line-up that offers 
options from the fuel-efficient MondeoECOnetic and Mondeo 
Hybrid models, to the exclusive and upscale MondeoVignale. 
“This year we expect to sell 40,000 performance cars in 
Europe, a 50 per cent increase compared with 2015, which in 
turn saw performance car sales rise by 61 per cent compared 
with 2014.”

MK triumphs at School Games

THE iconic Stoke Mandeville Stadium 
played host to 1,300 children on Friday 
as they competed for medals in the 
Bucks and Milton Keynes School 
Games. 

In the first ever games they qualified 
for, Olney Middle School won the 
netball, while Middleton Primary School 
won the girls football for Years Five and 
Six. 

Denbigh School won the Athletics 
Super 6, while Two Mile Ash School were 
Bisi Badminton champions. 

Oxley Park came second in the swim¬ 
ming, while Lord Grey School picked up 
the same position in the girls football for 
years seven and eight. 

The event, dubbed a mini-Olympics, 
has now been running since 1999 but 
organisers said this year’s was particu¬ 
larly special, coming just before the Rio 
Olympics and Paralympics. In all, 75 
schools took part. 

There were 13 different sports that 
pupils took part in, from athletics to 
swimming, rounders, table tennis and 
cycling. 

Former GB Olympic sprinter Abi 
Oyepitan, a Commonwealth gold med¬ 
allist, was special guest star, meeting the 
children and giving an inspirational 
speech at the opening ceremony. 


The day, organised by Leap (The Bucks 
& MK Sport and Activity Partnership) in 
partnership with the county’s School 
Games Organisers, was the culmination 
of a year-long programme of qualifying 
competitions. 

Val Letheren, chairman of 
Buckinghamshire County Council who 
attended as a VIP guest, said: “The whole 
organisation of the event involving so 
many children is incredible - it’s a huge 
enterprise. 

“The look on the children’s faces and 
the enthusiasm they showed was 
brilliant. They were really good and very 
competitive. It was a great day.” 

Mark Ormerod, director of Leap, said: 
“We were delighted with the enthusiasm 
and competitiveness shown by 1,300- 
plus children at this event. 

“It sums up everything that’s good in 
sport and reminds us of the 2012 Olympic 
and Paralympic spirit. 

“We had more than 100 young 
volunteers helping us, which is so 
reminiscent of the games-makers 
during 2012.

Towcester fills

MAX Verstappen will be hoping to 
capitalise on his brilliant podium 
finish at the Austrian Grand Prix 
when Formula One comes to 
Silverstone this weekend. 

The Dutchman was on course for a 
third-place finish before a 
collision between Nico Rosberg and 
Lewis Hamilton saw the German 
championship leader drop to fourth 
after he lost his front wing, which 
gave Verstappen an unexpected 


extra place nearer the front. A 
jubilant Verstappen believes that 
Red Bull can also put in a good 
showing in Northamptonshire at a 
track where the team tend to do 
quite well. 

“It’s a great feeling to get the 
second Formula 1 podium of my 
career,” said the 18-year-old. 

“For sure that was a good race, the 
car was performing well, as were the 
tyres. 

“I managed to overtake some cars 
at the start and had some good 
battles so that was really good fun. 


“I was surprised but happy to pick 
up another position in the last lap. 

“We are working hard for this 
season and picking up podiums so 
it’s definitely positive looking at 
2017, and looking at Silverstone next 
week it should be good, the car 
usually performs better there than 
here so that is another positive.” 

Team-mate Daniel Ricciardo came 
home fifth in the race after commit¬ 
ting his future to Red Bull until 2018. 

He has been attracting attention 
from Ferrari in recent weeks having 
had a rotten run of luck, but 


Ricciardo has said he wants to stay 
at the Tilbrook team. 

He said he was disappointed with 
his race, and he has been at the 
factory in Milton Keynes working on 
the car. 

“We’ve had a few days to work out 
why I wasn’t quick but I’m in the 
factory so we’ve got time to look into 
it. It was disappointing not to be 
quicker.” 

Team principal Christian Horner 
said: “It was a great Grand Prix and 
we look forward to taking that 
momentum to Silverstone.” 


DONS have put a £500,000 price 
tag on Sheffield United target Kyle 
McFadzean. 

The central defender handed in a 
transfer request a couple of weeks 
ago in a bid to push the move 
through, but Dons have so far 
stood firm and refused to sell the 
player.
